1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in tiiis application after 
appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the appeal. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.
